Childress,  dash  and  hurdle  men 
who  have  been  sidelined  on  ac- 
count of  pulled  muscles,  the  De- 
mons of  Coach  Walter  Ledet  met 
the  Bulldogs  of  Louisiana  Tech 
and  the  Covvpokes  of  McNeese  in 
a  triangular  track  meet  this  week- 
end in  a  preliminary  test  for  the 
(iulf  States  Conference  Track  and 
Field  Meet  to  be  held  in  Ruston 
Saturday.  May  18. 

The  Demons  took  the  meet  with 
a  total  of  75^4  points,  while  Mc- 
-\eese  had  a  total  of  55  points  to 
Louisiana  Tech's  47^  points.  The 
Demons  took  first  place  in  nine 
events,  while  McNeese  and  Louisi- 
ana Tech  each  copped  four  first 
places.  McNeese  took  first  place 
in  the  mile.
